To  the  Mayor  and  Council  of  the  Borough  of  Dukinfield. 

Mr,  Mayor,  Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I herewith  submit  my  Report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough 
for  the  year  1945. 

I think  one  of  the  outstanding  needs  of  the  Borough  is 
more  and  adequate  housing.  The  present  state  of  overcrowding 
is  a grave  menace  to  the  health  of  the  Borough,  but  despite  this 
obvious  need,  on  the  whole  the  health  of  the  Borough  is  good. 

There  have  been  no  serious  outbreaks  of  infectious  fevers ; 
notable  in  this  respect  is  the  drop  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
diphtheria,  there  being  only  18  notified  cases  this  year,  against 
55  last  year  and  I am  happy  to  report  that  there  have  been  no 
deaths  from  diphtheria.  This,  I think,  is  in  great  measure  due 
to  the  continued  progress  in  immunisation. 

That  other  scourge  of  our  communal  life,  tuberculosis, 
though  increased  in  numbers  of  notified  cases  (see  further 
sections  of  my  report)  does  not  reveal  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  deaths. 

Of  other  infectious  diseases,  measles  and  whooping  cough 
show  an  increase,  but  they  are  of  a mild  type. 

Last  but  not  least — the  relation  of  the  death  rate  to  the 
birth  rate — the  death  rate  is  practically  the  same  as  last  year, 
though  the  birth  rate  has  decreased  slightly. 

For  detailed  statistics,  I would  beg  to  submit  the  rest  of 
my  report.

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Milk  Supply 

There  are  8 Graded  Farms  in  the  Borough  and  7 Non-graded 
Farms.  The  County  Public  Health  Inspectors  examined  samples 
of  milk  from  the  Graded  farms  but  not  from  the  Non-graded 
Farms. 

The  question  of  the  milk  supply  for  England  is  undergoing 
radical  changes  and  I hope  that  there  will  be  some  legislation  in 
Parliament  in  the  near  future  to  provide  a better  check  on  the 
milk  supply. 

So  far,  no  milk  samples  taken  in  the  Borough  have  shown 
any  Tuberculosis. 

Water  Supply. 

The  water  supply  has  been  entirely  satisfactory  during  the  year. 
Two  samples  of  water  have  been  taken  for  Chemical  Analysis 
and  48  samples  for  bacteriological  examination,  all  of  which  were 
quite  satisfactory.

The  system  of  Joint  Meat  Inspection  continues  to  be  satis- 
factory. There  are  two  Slaughterhouses  in  the  town.  At  the 
Ministry  of  Food  Slaughterhouse  cattle,  sheep  and  calves  are 
killed;  at  the  other  Slaughterhouse  pigs  only  are  killed.
